Regulation Clarified

Marcos may regulate the 
rates charged by the Lower 
Colorado River Authority. 
In a 6-3 decision the court 
said the state constitution 
gives home rule cities the 
power to

rates unless the legislatures 
has specifically taken away 
such authority. The law 
creating the LCRA does not 
override the c ity ’s rate- 
setting 
power, 
the

ruled. 
The court withdrew 
an 
earlier decision in the case 
and 
upheld

regulatory 
authority even though the 
city now has no valid rate 
ordinance. 
In a dissenting opinion, 
Justice Sears McGee warned 
the decision could damage 
I he LCRA's ability to issue 
and sell bonds to be paid off 
with revenue from electric 
charges. 
“ It raises the unwelcome 
possibility of the LCRA 
collecting widely divergent 
rates for identical service in 
different cities and incurring 
additional expenses, with 
corresponding 
utility 
rate 
increases, in its attempts to 
lustify its rates to various 
city councils and maintain a 
revenue level sufficient to 
fulfill the statutory pledge to 
Ixmdholders,” McGee said in 
the dissent 
“ I cannot 
believe 
the 
legislature intended this 
result when it created the 
LCRA as a governmental 
agency and gave it the ex­ 


press power to establish and 
collect rates sufficient only 
to maintain its existence.” 
San Marcos did not a t­ 
tempt 
to 
regulate 
LCRA 
electric rates until the utility 
announced plans in October, 
1972, for a rate increase to 
become effective 
Jan. 
I, 
1973. 
On Dec 15, 1972, the San 
Marcos City Council passed 
an ordinance regulating 
electrical rates, and limiting 
the rates to those being 
charged at that time. 
The Supreme Court ruled 
Wednesday the ordinance by 
the city council was invalid 
because the city failed to 
notify the LCRA of its in­ 
tentions. It held the LCRA 
rate increase was also in­ 
valid because the authority 
violated the open meetings 
law in calling the meeting at 
which the increase was 
voted A 1973 meeting to re ­ 
enact the sam e increase was 
valid, the court held.

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Newsman Left For Dead At Scene 
Liquids Still Bubble At Spa 


BATON 
RO UGE, 
La. 
(U PI) — A mob stoned, 
kicked and hit television 
newsman Bob Johnson. They 
left him for dead during that 
wild and bloody street battle 
Jan. IO, 1972 between Black 
Muslims and police. 
Emergency room doctors 
at Our Lady of ihe Lake 
Hospital, 
busy handling 
casualties that included 
three dead Muslims and two 
police officers, saw the brain 
damage 
Johnson 
had 
sustained and said he would 
not live. 
On the fifth floor of the 
same hospital, three years 
and five months later, Bob 
Johnson is still alive. 
“ He’s still totally in­ 
capacitated,” said Audrey 
Johnson, Bob’s wife and 
mother of their five children 
aged 18 to 4 years. “ He can’t 
speak or do anything like 
feed himself or walk. He 
does sit up in a wheelchair 
and he can sit in a chair.” 
Johnson stayed in a coma 
18 months, but then, Mrs. 
Johnson said, “ He began to 
recognize people and realize 
what was going on. But he 
didn’t understand what you 
said to him for a while. Then 
he began to comprehend 
what you said. That is the 
point where he is now.” 
The brain damage left 
Johnson paralyzed on the 
right side of his body and he 
has a small degree of 
response on his left side. 
“ He’s 
retained 
his 
memory, but he does not 
know what happened to 
him,” Mrs. Johnson said. 
“ He’s not unhappy, so I 
know he’s not aware of his 
condition. 
“ He’s like a little child. 
They say his mind is such 
that it’s like he’s looking at a 
picture with many pieces 
missing. Some things are 
there and some things are 
totally gone. 
“ He will never talk again 
and his physical therapist 
seems to think he will never 
walk again But his parents 
disgree with that, they seem 
to think that he will walk.” 
Johnson and his parents, 
Harry and Marie Johnson, 
are from Beaumont. 
“ I really and truly think 
he’ll be all right,” his mother 
said. “ His improvement has 
been so much. I feel one day 
he’ll be able to walk and talk. 
I guess we won’t really be 
satisfied until our son walks 
out of this room.” 
His parents spend most of 
their 
days 
with 
Bob, 
traveling back to Beaumont 
about once a month for a 
visit. They live while in 
Baton Rouge across the 
street from the hospital.

remembers what happened 
to Johnson that day on North 
Boulevard. 
He said Johnson and two 
other WBRZ-TV newsmen 
arrived at the scene and 
started to work the story.

historian, says supporters of 
Hot Wells are hoping for a 
benefactor to come along 
with $1.5 million to U k e over 
the 19-ncre spa location on 
the banks of the San Antonio 
River across

rumors that the three-story 
Hotel Wells, luxurious when 
it catered to the high rollers 
of the 1890s and early 1900s, 
was full of one-arm bandits 
and for awhile served as a 
high-class bawdy house. 
“ I 
don’t 
know 
about 
prositution,” says Jones who 
runs the Hot Wells Motel and 
the “ Flame Room” bar, pool 
hall and shuffleboard parlor 
in the bathhouse. “ Gam­ 
bling. sure.” 
Despite his years, Jones 
keeps spry mainUining the 
place. He still bathes twice a 
week in the hot sulphur 
waters which many people 
believe possess magical 
healing qualities. 
“ It’s the best water in the , 
United 
States,” 
Jones 
declares, “ better than Warm 
Springs, Ga.” 
Back in 1906 when the 
Cincinnati Reds baseball 
team partied at Hot Wells, it 
cost 50 cents for a bath in one 
of numerous private tubs at 
the spa. $1 when an alcohol 
rubowr. was included. 
The Jones still charge $1 
for a swim in the 105-degree 
sulphur water pool and 
many people still go there to 
bathe. 
In 1907 when Hot Wells 
turned away 2,000 visitors 
because of overcrowding, 
the sulphur waters which 
issue from deep hot springs 
were a d v e r t i s e d to cure 
“ rheumatism, blood disease, 
skin 
disease, 
stomach 
trouble, high blood pressure 
and nephristi Hot mineral 
baths stimulate skin action, 
and the water, as a laxative, 
i m p r o v e s 
i n t e s t i n a l 
elimination.” 
Physicians 
used 
to 
prescribe 
the 
baths 
to 
patients. 
The magnificent digs lured 
m illionaires 
in 
private 
railroad cars which they 
parked on a siding built to 
Hot 
Wells 
by 
E H . 
Harriman, railroad magnate 
father of diplomat Averill 
Harriman. Visitors are said 
to 
have 
included 
such 
notables 
as 
Mexican 
President Porfirio Diaz, the 
wife of entrepreneur J.P. 
Morgan and numerous stage 
and screen stars. 
Jones says there was a full 
time bookie operating at the 
hotel at the same time the 
Hot Wells Jockey Club was 
at full strength. 
An oddity of the place, 
according to Mrs. Osborne, 
was the practice of well- 
heeled visitors to bet on 
ostrich races. Just north of 
the hotel was an ostrich 
farm. 
There are three huge 
swimming pools at the rear 
of the bath house, each with 
66,600-gallon capacities, and 
Jones still operates one. 
The pools once 
were 
covered, until 
the 
roof 
burned away along with a 
major part of the hotel in a 
spectatular fire that drew 
4,000 spectators to Hot Wells 
in 1925. 
Judge Roy Bean, the “ Law 
West of the Pecos,” at one 
time lived near the spa. He is 
said to have liked it so well 
he once donated a mountain 
lion to the Hot Wells zoo. 
Jones would like to see the 
spa endure as a landmark 
“ If I was a young man, I ’d 
borrow the money and fix it 
up. But I ’m past 85,” he 
says. 
The aging proprietor says 
he yearns to travel and is 
willing to sell the place, 
but not to anyone who would 
tear it down. 
Mrs. Osborne says there’s

SAIGON (UPI) - The Viet 
Cong has yet to set up a 
police force in Saigon a week 
after 
the 
C om m unist 
takeover, relying more or 
less on the honor system for 
security in the South Viet­ 
namese capital. 
Thousands of the Com­ 
munist troops seen on the 
streets of Saigon after the 
South Vietnamese govern­ 
ment surrendered April 30 
have moved back outside the 
city. 
Only the honor system and 
the threat of rum ored curb­ 
side justice by Communist 
troops still in Saigon ap­ 
peared to be holding back 
looting and hooliganism. 
The Viet Cong has yet to 
set 
up a government 
in 
Saigon to run the Republic of 
South 
Vietnam, 
the 
new 
nam e for the country since 
the fall of the U.S.-backed 
Republic of Vietnam. 
M em bers 
of 
the 
Viet 
C o n g ’s 
P r o v i s i o n a l 
Revolutionary Government 
have not 
arrived 
in 
the 
capital and there was no 
indication when they would 
come. 
T here was speculation 
among political observers of 
a 
fight between 
hardline 
Communists 
particularly 
North V ietnam ese —and 
moderates — mainly Viet 
Cong —but there was no 
confirmation. 
Political analysts said the 
moderates appeared to favor 
giving anti-Communists a 
voice in the 
South 
Viet­ 
namese government, but the 
hardliners disagreed. 
There were no reported 
Viet Cong reprisals in Saigon 
and life in the city returned 
lo normal within 48 hours of 
the Communist takeover.

Prayer Needed

foretell a reversal of declining U.S. fortunes. Rather, he 
said, “ things are going to get worse before they get better. 
He said the nation and world are in “a steady slide 
downward” and face the most critical tim es in history. 
Graham said he refrained from taking a public position on 
the Vietnam war from the beginning “ I didn’t want to get 
involved in the controversy and get away from my main 
w ar, the war against sin,” he said.

The 68-year-old M clntire and a dozen followers picketed at 
Princeton University Wednesday to protest American with­ 
drawal from Vietnam. 
M clntire, who gained fame for broadcasting support for 
U S. policy in Vietnam from a pirate ship off Cape May, NJ . , 
said the group was touring 13 eastern cities to protest U.S. 
failure to rem ain in Southeast Asia. 
Wallace Okays Primary 
MONTGOMERY, Ala. (UPI) — Gov. George Wallace says 
he is “pleased” he will be able to run in another North 
Carolina presidential prim ary. 
Wallace m ade the comment Wednesday after a North 
Carolina senate committee killed a bill that would have 
abolished the state’s prim ary, which Wallace won in 1972. 
Wallace testified against the bill, which he viewed as an 
effort to deprive him of votes at next year’s Democratic 
convention.

“ Every year we seem to reach the same 
bloody point. Each year in the past we’ve 
been able to right ourselves and hit a victory 
streak.

Newman. The subject was the seemingly 
annual slow start of his Tornado soccer club. 
Sunday at Texas Stadium the Tornado took 
a 2-0 beating from a sound Washington 
Diplomats team. That left the Tornado with a 
gloomy win and three loss record with an 
impending trip to Chicago to play the new 
Chicago Sting franchise. 
Beating Dallas at home is supposed to be 
one of the more difficult tasks in the NASL, 
but Washington made it look pretty easy. The 
Dips got a pair of first half goals from Randy 
Horton and Gerry Ingram and then fell back 
to smother a Dallas attack that had produced 
five goals the previous Sunday against 
Denver. 


Missed Chances 


“ We had our opportunities against 
Washington,” Newman noted. “ But a chance 
is just a chance unless you complete the play.
